DWELLING AND CHILD BURNED,

Four-Year-0ld Boy Caught in Burning
Bullding at Mayburg,

Another of thoss horrible and distress-
Ing fatalities for which our county of late
years has been noted, oceurred at May-
burg, Kingsley township, at an early
hour on Monday morning, in whioh &
little boy, nged four years, was burned Lo
death, The family of Miles Harriger, an
employe of the Walson Lands Lumber
Co,, and who oveupied one of the com-
pany's frame bouses at Mayburg, was
awakened about four o'clock in the
morning to the fact that their house was
oun fire, nod that the flames had gained
such headway that ull avenues of esscape
ware cut off except by an up-stairs win-
dow opening upon a porch roof. There
was searcely time for thought and the
father gathered the tamily, consisting of
the wife and four chiidren, ay quickly as
poesible and leaped out of the window
with the bube, aged 2 months, He then
holped his wifeand Elmo, a son sged 8
vears, to the ground, s daughter, Mjss
Goldle, sged 14 years, jumping out of the
window after wbout all her night clothes
had burned off,

The little four-year-old boy, Ellioft,
evidently was overcome by heat and
smoke and conld not escape, and was
consnmed by the fire. Only & smiall por-
Hon of the trunk of the body was found
in the ashes after the fire had been sub-
dusd,

The daughter was unable to get to the
room in which the other members of the
family slept, and was obliged to make
her escape throogh another window, He-
Ing unable to raise Lthe,window she broke
it wnd jumped out, eutting ber bands and
and foot badly on the jagged glsss, but
which alter all proved the means of
breaking her fall to the ground, a dis-
tmoece of 14 feet. She struck on her
head, and boesides her burns she was se-
verely burt in the fall, although her lo-
Juries aro not likely to prove serious.

Mra, Harriger, being & woman of near-
1y 200 pounds welgbt, was badly shakeo
by her leap from the porch roof, but not
seriously injured. The father, the babe
and the older boy were all more or lesa
hurt, but not badly.

When the window of the room in
which the parents and three smaller
children were aslosp was opened the
flames followed the draft out, and it was
necessary o go through this fire Lo es-
Cape,

Thia distressing affair has cast & gloom
over the whole neighborhood, but the
good peopls of Mayburg and vicinity are
doing all in their power to alleviate the
sufforing and distress of the stricken
family. Notasingle article in the bhouse
was saved, but an iosurance of $600 on his
goods will cover Mr, Harriger's finan-
olal loss, The family formerly lived at
Beotoh HIl, Clarion county.

The loss on the bulldiog was partially

Rowland Cobb, » former woell known
resldent of Tionesta, died at his home at
Clarksburg, W. Va., on Friday, October
20, 1006, at 8 o'clock &. m. Ina letter to
A [riond here his daoghter, Mre, Mary
(Cobb) Beott, gives the following particu.
Iars of her father's Illness and death,
Which was cansed by gall stones after an
iliness of about 86 hours. 'The letter
ronds:

"He had an attack very much the same
only not as hard, about two monthy ago,
and lins naver been In good health siove,
although ho was able to attend to his
business at bisoflice, and on Inst Wednes-
day evening about 4:30 he was brought
home in a cah, very sick. Waeealled his
doctor immediately and oo Thursday
morning had another dootor in donsulta-
tion nnd both pronounced bis trouble
gill stones, and didn’t give us very much
bope of his recovery. We had a trained
nurss and did all that eould be done for
bim. He suffered terribly nll the time
up to within an hour of his death, when
he rested so easy wo could bardly tell
Just when death claimed him. He was
wnconscious nearly all the time sand
never spoke but a fow words, Mamma
18 keeping up pobly, but lovks so bad,
She misses papn so much, Mr, Seott and
I will go 10 live with mamma for this
winter.”

Rowland Cobb was aged about 63 years,
and wus born, we belleve, in Sluclair-
ville, N. Y, About the year 1868 he came
with bls father to this county, and en-
gaged in lumbering, their first oporations
being ou the Clarion river, after wards
transferred to Green township, He was
au intelligent, geninl and most compan-
lovable man, After a residence of sev-
eral yoars in Tiouesta he removed, about
10 yours sgo, to West Virginia, whero the
family has since made their bome, Be-
sides his wife he Is survived by two sons,
John aud Joseph, and one danghter, Mrs.
